year 2000 is provided to contract for a study of policies and practices9

for setting information services rates paid by state agencies. The10

study shall include an analysis of the effect of current and11

alternative depreciation policies and schedules on rates and revolving12

fund balances.13

(2) $25,000 of the general fund--state appropriation ((for fiscal14

year 2000)) is provided solely for allocation to Project Citizen, a15

program of the national conference of state legislatures to promote16

student civic involvement.17

(3) $394,000 of the general fund--state appropriation is provided18

to support the legislature’s participation in the redistricting process19

in conjunction with the redistricting commission.20

(4) $150,000 of the general fund appropriation for fiscal year 200121

is provided for expert consultation on legal and policy issues related22

to options for caring for persons with developmental disabilities who23

need involuntary commitment. The 1999-2001 biennial appropriations act24

provides more than $14,000,000 to the department of social and health25

services to improve services in this program.26

(5) The task force on funding of fairs and youth shows is created.27

The task force shall be composed of the following members:28

(a) One member of the office of financial management appointed by29

the governor;30

(b) Two members of the house of representatives, one from each31

major caucus, appointed by the co-speakers of the house of32

representatives;33

(c) Two members of the senate, one from each major caucus,34

appointed by the president of the senate;35

(d) One representative of the department of agriculture, appointed36

Members shall be appointed by May 1, 2000. Staff support for the13

task force shall be provided by the legislative committee staff. The14

task force shall develop recommendations on the amount and source or15

sources of funding needed to encourage fairs and youth shows and any16

legislative proposals needed to implement the task force17

recommendations. The task force shall provide these recommendations to18

the appropriate fiscal committees of the legislature by November 15,19

2000.20

(5) From funds appropriated in this section, the health and long-21

term care committee of the senate shall study the state’s health care22

system to determine the extent to which it meets the needs of rural23

residents. Using available health indicators, the committee shall24

examine the relationship between community health status and the25

availability of local health services, including inpatient, outpatient,26

and community and public health programs. The committee shall identify27

possible legislative action to address shortcomings in the ability of28

the state’s health care system to meet the needs of rural residents.29

performance measures, data requirements, and sanctions and incentives25

currently in the contract between the regional support networks and the26

mental health division; and27

(((6))) (f) Recommendations for modifying the basis on which RSNs28

and community mental health providers are funded, including a funding29

formula that will result in a greater relationship of the funding30

distribution formula to the prevalence of mental illness in each RSN31

service area, to efficiency as demonstrated by performance measures and32

to effectiveness as demonstrated by patient outcome.33

The joint legislative audit and review committee may contract for34

consulting services in conducting the study.35

The study shall be submitted to the fiscal committees of the36

legislature by December 1, 2000.37

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focus on the following issues: A review of the findings of the special1

education program audit summary reports prepared by the state auditor2

families, where possible, to continuously involve themselves in current14

and long-term treatment and appropriate rehabilitative activities;15

(f) Include classes appropriate to the clinical and living needs of16

the offender and to his or her level of understanding;17

(g) Provide assistance in applying for all appropriate federal,18

state, and private support for which the offender or his or her family19

is eligible; and20

(h) Include access to daily activities such as school, drop-in21

centers, prevocational and vocational training and jobs, and volunteer22

activities.23

(5) The pilot program must begin providing services to selected24

juveniles no later than September 1, 2000.25

The agencies shall maintain the confidentiality of2

data collected for the purpose of the study;3

(ii) Determine which primary care providers serve a relatively high4

number of low-income clients, and how that affects their medical5

practice. For purposes of the study, "primary care providers" includes6

pediatricians, family practitioners, general practitioners, internists,7

physician assistants, and advanced registered nurse practitioners; and8

(iii) Develop proposals to support these providers’ medical9

practices. The agencies must determine what constitutes a relatively10

high percentage of low-income clients for individual primary care11

providers who contract for medical assistance administration programs,12

including healthy options, and the basic health plan, and recommend13

whether and at what point this disproportionately high percentage14

should result in additional compensation to the primary care provider.15

The agencies shall recommend a method to calculate a payment adjustment16

designed to help support medical practices, according to the study’s17

findings.18

(b) In conducting the study, the agencies shall determine which19

regions of the state to include in the study, based on factors the20

agencies determine will provide the most representative data state-21

wide. The agencies shall also consult with interested parties,22

including any organization or agency affected by this subsection,23

throughout the course of the study.24
